DO NOT BELIEVE 


HE WILL BE GOOD 


Throughout the Empire the 


Sentiment is One of 


Deep Distrust. 


Berlin, Nov. 19.—Two days 
have 


passed since the emperor made his 
statement to Chancellor You Buelow 
regarding his observance In the future 
of the constitutional requirements of 
the empire in the matter of interfer- 
ing in the 
foreign 
relations of tho 


state, and the (jerman people are even 
less satisfied with the imperial as- 
surances than they were in the be- 
ginning. 
There is today throughout 


ihe country an almost universal ten- 
dency to doubt the sincerity of the 
emperor's promises. In fact, the peo- 
ple seem to be thoroughly dissatis- 
fied with, the imperial assurances as 
conveyed by the Reichanzeiger. The 
press does not hesitate 
to intimate 


that the emperor will not fulfill his 
Implied obligation to leave the con- 
duct of the nation's affairs to the re- 
sponsible ministers, and in some quar- 
ters his words are almost classified 
as untrue. 


The matter will not be allowed to 


rest by the relchstag, if the indica- 
tions of today are fulfilled, and there j 
is reason to believe that.tho contest 
between tho crown and the people, 
judging from the 
temper 
of 
the 


provincial press, has only begun and 
that it will be carried on with a good 
deal of bitterness.

Narrative of Rise of 


Standard Oil. 


TRACES GROWTH 


OF THE TRUST 


Larger Quarters Xeeded to 


Accommodate Those at 


the Trial. 


New York, Nov. 19.—John D. Rocke- 


feller's own story of tho upbuilding 
of the great Standard Oil company 
and his immense personal fortune has 
given tremendous public interest to 
the long drawn out and often tedious 
proceedings in the government's suit 
to dissolve the so-called oil trust. 


Although Mr. Rockefeller was on 


the witness stand more 
than 
two 


hours yesterday, It appears from the 
progress that he had made at adjourn- 
ment that he had only fairly started 
in his narrative. He had told only of 
the early days when, as a pioneer in 
the refining of petroleum, 
he 
had 


started on almost nothing and soon 
outstripped all his rivals. He declared 
that it was through the introduction 
of economics, by taking advantage of 
every favorable legitimate opportunity 
to extend his business, by borrowing 
and intelligent investment 
of large 


sums of money, and by close, intelli- 
gent, constant application to the oil 
Justness alone, that the great corpora- 
Ion of which he is the 
head 
was 


juilt up. 


The little room in which the hear- 


ings are in progress has accommoda- 
tions for scarcely moro than a hun- 
dred persons and it was expected that 
there would be many applicants for 
the few seats to hear Mr. Rockefeller 
continue his story today. 


Larger Room for Hearing. 


The hearing was transferred today 


to a larger room in order to accommo- 
date numerous counsel and reporters. 
Policemen were stationed in tho corri- 
dors and only those having friends 
connected. with the proceedings were 
permitted to enter. 


Mr. Rockefeller was smiling as he 


took the witness stand and resumed

Mr. Rockefeller's 
counsel 
again 


called his attention to the uncertain- 
ties of the oil business in the early 
'70's and asked him what bearing

"It had an important bearing and 


must always have such importance, as 
we never know when the supply may 
give out, rendering the properties for 
the refining of oil comparatively value- 
less," replied Mr. Rockefeller. 


•He added that in the early oil busi- 


ness that the supply of crude oil was 
limited to a. small area coming prin- 
cipally from Venango county, Penn- 
sylvania. 


Feared for Supply of Crude. 


Mr. Rockefeller said that the oil

was 
made

hazardous 


proposition because of the apprehen 
sion that the supply of crude oil would 
be exhausted. Some of the oil wells 


(were very short lived. Mr. Rocke 


j feller's counsel then asked him if he 
recalled that a producers union was

company. 


"Yes," replied Mr. Rockefeller. "I 


was formed a little later and was com 
posed of a large proportion of the oi 
producers."

them, and the refiners also wanted tc 
be assured of a market for their raw 
material.

Instead of remaining in 
the elevator, she attempted to get 
cut after it had started. John Foster, 
who had charge, pushed the door, but I 
i;efore it had closed Miss Herrick, it 
is supposed, stumbled, falling against 
the gate. Spots of blood on the ninth 
floor showed that, she struck there 
before whirling down the shaft. The 
scream that followed caused those in 
:he building to crowd the corridors on 
every floor. A few saw the woman's 
body strike first against one side and 
then another in the horrible fall 
to 


death.. Blood was spattered on 
the 


different floors and a semi-panic fol- 
lowed. Hardly realizing what had oc- 
curred Foster took the elevator to the 
eleventh floor where it was originally 
called. He became frantic upon learn-. 
ing of. the death and it was an hour | 
before a statement could be secured 
from him. He was taken into the of- 
fice of Harry Wade, grand keeper of 
records and seals of the Indiana K. of 
P., in room 30$. As far as could he 
learned Foster was the single witness 
of the accident. 
His elevator 
was 


empty and no one except Miss Her- 
rick awaited a car on the ninth floor.

Baltimore, Nov. 19.—R. w. Wood, 


who occupies the chair of experimen- 
tal physics at Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, has worked out a mercury tele- 
.scopo by which It la hoped that lifo, 
if it exists, may be seen on the planet 
Mars. 
In detailing his discovery to 


tho National Academy of Science in 
session here Dr. Wood said: 


"The fundamental principle of the 


new telescope is that a liquid surface, 
such as mercury, when set in motion 
becomes a 
concave, assuming the 


form of a perfect paraboloid, which is 
the form of surface best adapted 
to 


telescope mirrors. 
The 
mirror al- 


ready constructed has a diameter of 
twenty inches and consists of a shal- 
low circular basin filed with mercury 
and mounted on a vertical shaft and 
set In motion by an" electric motor. 
Star Images smaller than a pin hole 
have been obtained with the mirror 
rotating with such speed that Its fo- 
cal length was fifteen feet. 
A slight 


disturbance due to periodic variations 
In the velocity remains, which prob- 
ably can be overcome by altering the 
construction of the mounting of the 
mirror. 


"If the twenty-inch instrument can 


be made to give 
perfect 
definition 


which appears to be extremely prob- 
able, the 
construction 
of 
a much 


larger one will be undertaken. One 
of the great advantages of the mer- 
cury mirror is that the focal length 
can be made as long or as short as 
one pleases by altering the speed of 
rotation." 


Professor Wood refused 
to 
make 


any definite statement, as to the fu- 
ture possibilities of the instrument. It 
is possible, he said, that a mirror 
fifteen or twenty 
feet in 
diameter, 


mounted in the tropics at the bottom 
of a deep pit might enable people to 
observe details on Mars and the other 
planets which cannot be seen with 
smaller instruments.

TO RESTORE CONFIDENCE. 


Freight Rates Meeting In Chicago Ha* 


Thai Effect 


Chicago, Nov. 19.—Is a majority of 


the commercial interests of the coun- 
try reconciled to a small general In- 
crease in freight rates by the eastern 
railroads? W. C. Brown, senior vice 
president ot tho New York Central 
lines, and many other prominent rail- 
way officials, gathered here yesterday 
in the semi-annual meeting of the 
American Railway association, believe 
that no serious opposition will develop 
•to the increases which are purposed. 


For this reason there is great re- 


joicing among railway managements 
generally, not so much because of the 
amount of added revenue which will 
result, but because o£ the psycho- 
' logical effect the Increase will have 
on the public, especially that portion 
ot the public which Invests in railway 
"securities. 


As W. C. Crown put tha situation: 


"It Is largely a question of principle. 
If it is to be tho settled policy of this 
country that the railroads shall not bo 
permitted to increase tho freight rates 
by even a small percentage, no matter 
how enormously their cost of opera- 
tion may increase, it would be a very 
earious matter. If, on the other hand, 
tb* commercial interests "are going to 
permit us to Increase our rate's a small 
percentage, it means the re-establish- 
ment of the confidence of Investors 
In railway securities." 


Mr. Brown declared that if the pro- 


posed rate increases are not opposed 
by the business Interests of the coun- 
try expenditures for equipment and 
tor betterments aggregating many mil- 
lions of dollars will be ordered imme- 
diately." It Is definitely stated that 
Buch orders will not be given if the 
Xate increases are not permitted. 


NO CHANGE IN SCHEDULE. 


Penney Will Not Lengthen Time of 


Trains. 


It Is announced that the Pennsylva- 


nia through passenger trains will con-

York, all of whom attended the labor 
dinner at the white house Tuesday 
evening.

ences was primarily to bring about a

sentatives of the government and la- 
bor leaders and to impress upon the 
labor interests of the country the dis- 
position of the administration to re- 
ceive its representatives in conference 
on an equality with all others.
